IN PROGRESS 

The Trial of Ernest Wilson and 
Rubber Chafin Began Yes- 
Icrdiiy Morning 

WILL TAKE SEVERAL DAYS. 

Charged With The Murder of 
John M. Renshaw Last 
Fall-Tried Jointly. 

The jury in the Renshaw ca9e was 
completed yesterday morning and 
the trial of Ernest Wilson and "Bub- 
her" Chafin, colored, was begun. 
They are charged with the murder 
of the former Republican sheriif John 
M. Renshaw last fall. The men will 
be tried jointly. A special panel of 
names were drawn from the jury 
wheel Thursday evening, in order to 
complete the jur -. 

There are nearly a hundred wit 
nesses and the case promises to 
occupy several days. At the exam- 
ining trial the testimony for the 
prosecution was c rcumstantial, but 
it is understood that now much new 
evnlence is to be presented. Also at 
the examining trial the defense pre- 
sented an alibi for both defendants. 
This will probably be adhered to now. 

Mr. Henshaw was shot through 
the head with a pistol as he wbb 
driving ints town one afternoon last 
fail. Hf was ahot at a point on the 
Clarksvilie pike, one of the most im- 
psrtant roads in the county, a short 
distance out of town, but so far no 
e**ewitnees has been found. Mr. 
Renshaw lived for nine days, but he 
never regained consciousness or told 
anything that would shed light on 
the affair. Mr. Renshaw was one of 
the foremost citizens of the county 
and was a well-to-do stock breeder.

Londou, March 19.— The next im- 
portant battle in the west, it ia be- 
lieved, will take place along the 
iver Yser, held on one side by the 
recently reorganized Belgian army, 
and on the other by the Germans.

Dame de Lorette is still in progress, 
and, according to Berlin, further 
attempts of the French to advance 
in Champagne, where they capture-!

Mesnil, have been repulsed. Fight* 
ing in the Argonne forest and the 
Vo ges has slackened somewhat, 
owing doubtless to the return of cold 
weather. 

There is little news from the' 
eastern front, and beyond the fact 
that the Russians again have crossed 
the East Prussian frontier in the far 
northeast, near Tilsit, and that they 
continue their offensive against the 
Austrians in Bukowina. there is no 
change. 

There is a temporary lull in 
bombardment of the Dardanelles ami 
Smyrna, according to an Athens dis- 
patch, due. it is thought, to unfav- 
orable weather conditions. The 
Turks are taking advantage of thi» 
to repair damage done to the forts 
and batteries, and they express con- 
fidence, which is shared by the Ger- 
man field marshal. Baron von dt-r 
Goltz, that the straits are impene- 
trable.

Probably fpw Londoners are awnro 
of the existence of a Jewish court in 
their midst which la known as the 
"Beth Din." or the House of Judge- 
ment It la situated Just off Aldgate, 
close to the Great synagogue. In the 
heart of l.ebrew Ixmdon, and is the 
blgheat religious, as well as civil, court 
of the Jews. A raised bench runs along 
one side of the court; in the center 
are seata of the judges and the court 
offlciala. The head Judge, the chief 
1 rabbi, haa a seat Id the exact center 
with the assistant Judges on either 
I side of him. The latter always Include 
an expert English lawyer and the head 
of the "Shochetim" — the licensed 
butchers, who may only kill cattle aa 
prescribed by the dietary laws of the 
Jews. 

It Is impossible, owing to the ethics 
of the Jewish religion, for many cases 
to be heard in the ordinary police or 
county court. Cases dealing with Jew- 
ish ritual, marriage laws, etc., are 
adjudicated by the Beth Din, and it 
rarely occurs that the parties con- 
cerned are dissatisfied with the deci- 
sions given in this court. No higher 
tribunal can be approached for final 
Justicp, as the decree of the Beth Din 
is purported to be indisputable.

FOR BETTER JJUTTER MAKING 

Greater Attention Should Be Given to 
Details Concerning Factors Af- 



(By J. KUTUUk' i 
Of the 9!M.r>r.n,610 pounds of butlpr 
which. It la estimated Is made on the 
farms annually In thla country, the 
greater part of It ta of very poor qual- 
ity. If any improvement Is to take 
place and prove of profit to the farm 
butter makers. It is very necessary 
that more attention be paid to the 
details which go to make up the whole 
of this important work. 

The fundamental facts and practices 
concerning butter making should be 
applie d by the farmer as well us the 
creamery operator. This knowledge 
and its importance should be known 
In order that it be intelligently ap- 
plied. Cleanliness and attention to 
ditalls are the three prerequisites to 
the making of good butter. The main 
defects in farm butter show these 
three prerequisites to be very fre- 
quently neglected. These defects are: 

1. Bad flavors. 

2. Lack of uniformity in color and 
salt. 

3. Unsuitable packages and no uni- 
formity In the style of the package. 

The bad flavors are due largely or 
entirely to the changes in the milk

The importance of cleanliness can- 
not be overemphasised. In our haste 

flee our better judgment, only to learn 
that haste at that stage of the work 
necessitates a waste in time and labor 
at a later period. This is particularly 
true in handling milk and cream to 
be used for butter on farms. The 
bodies of the cows, the utensils, and 
the conditions at the barn, the milk 
room, and the storage room should 
all be clean. These are the primary 
factors which affect the cleanliness of 
milk and cream. 

The utensils should be of such mate- 
rial and construction that they are 
easily cleaned and kept so. The in- 
terior should be smooth, with no 
cracks or crevices for dirt and milk 
remnants to And lodgment and be 
removed only with difficulty. The 
surface should be heavily tinned and 
the seatua filled with solder. Tin- 
ware should be kept bright and per- 
fect. As soon as auy rust spots make 
their appearance an entrance is given 
Into tha soft iron for germs and 
small particles of decaying matter, 
which ara. In oonequence, removed 
with much mora difficulty. The proc- 
ess of cleaning vessels wbi«b bava 
•o stained milk should be:

TREATING A SWOLLEN UDDER 

Trouble Is Often Caused by Permit 
Cow tr Lla on Cement Floor

A caked or swollen udder is a com- 
mon occurrence during calving sea- 
son, it Is often caused by allowing 
the cow to lie down on the cement 
floor with uot enough bedding under 
her to keep her udder above tha bard 
floor, whereby It becomes bruised or 
otherwise injured or congested.

"JITNEY BUS" A NEW RIV- 
AL OF THE STREET CAR. 

Although a new feature in city 
transportation, the ' jitney bus" has 
come into such popularity, partic- 1 
ularly in cities of the Pacific coast, 
that it is proving a serious rival to 
the service of the street-car com- 
panies and is furnishing some knotty 
problems for the municipalities 
themselves. The "jitney bus" is 
simply an automobile that carries 
passengers for five cents. "Jitney' 
is a slang term of uncertain origin 
used for years on the Bowery in New 
York, and meaning a five-cent nickel 
coin. In Portland, Seattle, Los An- 

co Bay, there were nearly 3,000 au-' 
tomobiles engaged in this service in 
January, 1915. with the number con- 
stantly increasing, and the minimum 
daily earnings of these cars aggre- 
gated about $19,000. As a result of 
this competition, the street railways 
of Los Angeles are cutting down 
some of the runs and taking off cars. 
Now the "jitney bus" has been in- 
troduced in Denver, Kansas City, 
Mo., and Des Moines, la., and is 
rapidly making its way eastward.—

Output of Hundred Oeod Ones.

If dairymen could be taught to think 
of the personal firtor In the dairy 
buslnnaa, the quality of the dairy 
products of thin country would Im- 
prove at oncp The quality of the 
products of ativ gives creamery or 
butter factory depends on the quality 
of the poorest cream or milk that Is 
received at that factory to a consider- 
able extent. 

If among the patron* there la one 
who neglects to keep his milk thing" 
clean, who falls to properly clean his 
hand separator, who allows his milk 
to absorb foul odors, the product of 
that farm will affect the products of 
all the well managed farms that sell 
to the same factory. 

One unclean dairy will upoll the pro- 
duct of a hundred Rood ones. It would 
seem that a law compelling unclean 
dairymen to improve their methods is 
the only eolutiou.

When the milk was delivered the 
butter maker was the sole judge as to 
its condition. 1 watched him take In 
milk all one morning. As a can was 
unloaded he lifted the lid. smelled of 
the contents and if be had any doubt 
about the quality he set it aside and 
It was sent back to the farm. 

I asked the owner if he did not lose 
customers occasionally and he an 
aweied that he did. He said that not 
infrequently one of his customers be- 
came offended and took his milk to 
one of the other creameries and be 
was ijlad to have him do so. 

The butter from the milk he took in 
was sold to a single Chicago and 
the receipts' were divided anion* the 
patrons of the creamery, on a co-ope. 
ative basis. 

This method of selection put every 
patron on his nuard. He knew that 
the day he took in bad flavored milk 
he was goinf; to be cut out. Two or 
three of the patrons whose milk was 
r. end the day I watched the dellv 
try took the rejection in good. part, 
say! is they would lind out where ttM 
trouble lay. One or two grumbled a 
little and took their milk back, but not 
one .rave any indication that he would 
not t>e back the next duy 

Tl.is putting the quality of tka milk 
on a financial l.atds and rafWiM 
accept l» unless it was beyond suspi- 
cion was not highly ethical, but It 
soen.ed to accomplish Its purpose. The 
patrons were protected against un- 
cleanly methods and paid for taking 
pains to furnish perfect milk. The 
butt, r from this factorv has made a 
place for Itself and the careless or In- 
competent dairyman has been put tt» 
the place in which he belongs.

Victim a Brother of Former

Lexington. Ky., March 19.-While
